Three Dreadful Railroad Accidents 


In One Day. 


Arrival ot Two Crews Without Veasela. 


BROOKLYN, Aug-. 0.—The steamer 


Fln.ii, of the United States an<l Brazil 
mail steamship line, arrlvod here yes- 
terday anil had on board, among the 
steerugo passengers, the crews of two 
vessels. One was from the Norwegian 
bark Iliule Forfciseo, whose captain 
cominittetl (uiicida by shooting himself 
while in the port of Maranhara, where 
lie had run the vessel without any par- 
ticular object in view. From all that 
could "bo learned from the crew the 
captain had become insane. The other 
was the crew o£ the Barkentme Stead- 
fast, which was bound from Port Spain, 
Trinidad, for PhHadelphiatwith a cargo 
of specialties. The vessel ran ashore at 
the west end of the island of Santa 
Cruz and was lost. She was 835 tons 
register, and was owned by Morton & 
Stewart, of IJaltimore. She was fully 
insured.

Dastardly Work of Train W»okm. 
ICAI.AMAZOO, Mich., Aug. G,—A das- 


tardly and successful plot to wreck a 
train was carried into execution yester 
Jay afternoon en the Grand Bapids & 
Indiana road hear Cooper, the first sta- 
tion north of Kalamazoo. The fated 
train was the through express, carry- 
ing the Mackinaw and Chicago sleeping 
3ar and due here at noon. After leav- 
ing- Cooper and while the train was 
running .'15 miles an hour Engineer 
Clark Snyder noticed, what seemed to 
be. an open switch a short distance 
ahead. 
He quickly applied the ait 


brakes, but before the train could be 
stopped it rah onto the fatal spot. 


The engine wheels caught in the 


rails and ties and stayed on the track, 
but the rest of the train went over an 
embankment 30 feet high. 


. There were about sixty passengers in 
the train, and twelve in the Wagner 
sleeping car. In the descent of the 
latter to the bottori of the embankment 
it rolled over twice and finally rested 
right side up almost completely demol- 
ished. The trucks and wheels tore 
with terrific force through the botton 
of the coach and the escape of the pas- 
sengers from instant death is nothing 
short of a miracle. 


Brakeman Conway, of Fort Wayne, 


though badly injured about the head, 
ran to this city for aid. A special train 
bearing a corps of surgeons went out 
and in:an hour brought the» injured to 
Borgess hospital. 


While the injured were being cared 


for railroad men investigated the cause 
of the accident, and discovered that it 
was caused by a deliberate plot to 
wreck the train. What seemed to En- 
gineer Snyder to be an open switch 
was a rail sprung from its place by 
bolts being taken out. The condition 
of the nuts and bolts plainly showed 
this. The ties and the spikes used in 
holding down the rails bore' evidence 
of having been tampered with. .

A Frightful Accident. 


CUMBEHLAND, Md., Aug. 6.—News 


•has reached here of a frightful accident 
which occurred oA a point called Switch 
Back, on the Went Virginia Central 
rood, about 00 miles from here. Tues- 
day morning, as usual, the men, seven- 
teen in number, boarded Ihe tram-road 
engine to go to their work in the lum- 
ber regions. Two women asked per- 
mission to ride out a short distance to a 
berry patch. 
Their 
request 
was 


granted, and the engine containing the 
nineteen, passengers started. It had 
hardly gotten under good headway 
when tho engine struck a pieceoof tim- 
ber that was lying on the track, turn- 
ing it completely over. The occur- 
cnce was so sudden that none of the 
people on the engine 'had a chance to 
escape and all were more or less in- 
jured, either by escaping steam or from 
the fall-of the engine. 


In an instant everything was an up- 


roar, women screaming, men moaning 
and the escaping steam from the broken 
pipes of the engine, presented a sight 
that was heartrending. 


As soon as the men who were least 


Injured ' could manage to extricate 
tihemselyes, they went to work to re- 
lease their more unfortunate comrades 
whose condition was pitiable to behold. 


The first person extricated was Alice 


SLobinson. 
The escaping steam had 


cooked the flesh of her face, arms and 
hands, in a horrible manner, and her 
injuries are considered fatal. 


John McKenzie, who lives at Frost- 


tmrg, was caughtunder the engine and 
scalded so. badly that he died that 
evening. The others seriously but not 
fatally injured ore: Robert Robinson, 
.engineer, badly scalded and bruised; 
Frank Craver, fireman, scalded and 
bruised; Lewis Layman, scalded a 
hands and face; John Kiokey, hurt in- 
ternally and scalded; Jennie Durst, 
badly bruised and scalded: 


As Boon as word could be sent the 


physicians of Elk Garden, the nearest 
town, were telegraphed for, and they 
promptly responded, relieving as far aa 
possible the sufferings of the injured.
